THE ROYAL DRAMATIC COLLEGE. 


T the Dramatic Féte in aid of this institution, held on 
{i Saturday and Monday last, a clever production was 
issued in the shape of the Royal Dramatic College News. 
Therein we found an admirable description of the college, 
its present condition, and its future prospects. As in this 
number of the ILLustratep Sporting News we give an 
engraving of this noble institution, as it will appear when 
completed, we cannot do better than accompany it with an 
epitome of the description we have alluded to. 

In nearing Woking by the railway, the traveller sees the 
College approaching completion. The two main blocks of 
building—Elizabethan in their style—are finished. There 
are at present five houses in each block, each house eon- 
taining two dwellings, so that accommodation for twenty 
Pensioners upon the fund is provided. 

_ These blocks are as handsome as any similar structures 
in the Vicinity of London. Very appropriately the domestic 
architecture of the time of Shakspeare has been selected ; 
and the oriel windows, the cloister, the graceful pillars with 
their floriated capitals, and the blending of colour in the 
red brick, white stone dressings, and variegated slates, pre- 
pene to the traveller, as he views the college from the 
Taliway, an object that must delight every passer-by. It 
cannot escape observation that a Jarge space intervenes 
between these blocks, and that their gables are unfinished. 
Towards these unoccupied pieces of ground we desire to 
point attention. The centre is designed for the hall of the 
college. The gables are to be built up to with schools. When 
complete therefore, at the extreme ends of this noble pile 
there will be the schools for the children of actors — a 
boy's and a girl's school respectively; then the residences 
a the pensioners on the funds; and, in the centre, tho 
all: the whole forming one complete range, standing on 
re admirable elevation commanding a view of the country 
or many miles around, with a terrace in front, and a 
pean sloping down some three hundred feet to the em- 
pape tae of the railway. It has been the desire of the 
onelt of the Dramatic College to complete, in the first 
nstance, that for which the college was mainly intended, 
Viz.,a home for actors and actresses, who, having fallen 
into the “sere and yellow leaf,” need repose, retirement, 
and comfort in the decline of years. AS we have said, 
twenty home sare now ready for their inmates. In each 
honse there are two residences—the one on the basement, 
looking out through the arches of the cloister; the other 
on the first floor, having large windows, many of them 
oriel, such as our Shakspeare himself might have delighted 
to sitinon a summer's eve. Thcse residences are the most 
complete we have ever seen. Each contains a roomy 
parlour, a kitchen with scullery appliances, coal cellar and 
offices, and at the back a bed-room. The whole is shut 
off from the passages or entrances, so that every inmato 
can be as secluded and private as his tastes may desire. 
In the designing of these residences there has been a mani- 
fest delicacy and consideration for the domestic comfort 
and privacy of the inmates such as we have never seen 


very necessary comfort, as these residences of the Dra- 
Matic College. We think it most desirable that this should 

known to the public, as evidence that the Council of the 
College have thoroughly studied the interests of their 
inmates. The building of the central hall will soon be 
completed, and for the interests not only of the college, 
but the drama, we would urge upon the council to erect » 
building, not only fitted for present wants, but sufficiently 
Noble and large in proportion to be a shrine for the drama 

centuries to come. This hall will be an imposing edifice, 
Buch as that in the Temple, where Shakspeare’s play was 
Performed in olden times. 3% will be sufficiently roomy 
to allow of its walls being adorned with pictures, relics, 
trophies of the drama, and also to be occupied with book- 
Cases. This being done, the council will find that many a 
treasure will be bequeathed to their care, on condition that 
it is preserved in the great hall of the Dramatic College.

LoeWrhere: No colleges in Oxford or Cambridge, no Sree . Ariat 
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We believe the public generally are impressed with 
the idea that the Dramatic College is only intended as 
a home for the worn-out actor. Such is a mistake. It is 
part of its design to provide a school for the children of 
members of the profession. Upon this ground, it seems to 
us that the college has the strongest claim to public sym- 
pathy. In these days of philanthropy, when Lord Shattes- 
bury is busy educating the outcasts of the street, and 
trying to improve them morally and socially, we fail to see 
how any one, who even disapproves of the theatre, could 
withhold his approval and support of schools, the object 
of which is not to train children for the stage, but to train 
them for the business of life generally. Actors, as a body, 
have to exist on very slender means, and are unable to give 
their children such advantages as they desire. 

A good school attached to the Dramatic College would 
remove this financial difficulty; and for a comparatively 
trifling foundation charge, the boys and girls of the actor 
might receive those necessary rudiments which would help 
them to fight their own way in the world in some other 
calling than the stage, if they felt so disposed, Many a 
poor actor is compelled to thrust his child upon the boards 
because he cannot afford to give him a proper education, 
and cannot afford to keep him idle at home, The Dramatic 
Schools would remove this difficulty; and if in course 
of time scholarships could be attached to them, the 
player's boy would receive an encouragement or a help 
which at the present moment is extended to every other 
class of the rising community.

ie would be but the repetition of. a tale 
oft told to go back and trace the history 
of the Royal Dramatic College, an insti- 
tution which, we are proud to say, stands 
on an equality with any of the numerous 
charities which, Heaven be praised, are 
to be found in Great Britain, presenting 
so many noble monuments to the liber- 
ality, the greatness, and the goodness of 
the land. It would bea task of a pleasing 
nature, often cheerfully undertaken and 
admirably performed by almost every 
English journalist unfettered by cant and 
free from bigotry, to tell under whose care 
the edifice was erected and has prospered, 
and bestow upon those individuals tho 
laudation their efforts deserve. But wo 
are too late in the day for this; they have 
only to glance at their work to mark what 
it is accomplishing, and see the thousands 
holding forth their contributions for ita 
benefit, and they will feel all that plea 
sure which we would have them expe- 
rience, and which can only be derived 
from works which have for their aim the 
peace, happiness, and comfort of those 
who have deserved well during long 
years of labour, but who have unfortu- 
nately not realised the reward which 
should attend a well-spent youth and 
prime of life. The triumph of the pro- 
moters of the Royal Dramatic College is 
now, we should presume, complete. They 
had to contend with much spleen, nar- 
row-mindedness, and insolent bigotry; 
but that they have conquered was tho- 
roughly proved on Saturday, July 19th, 
when the Crystal Palace was thrown open 
for their annual féte and fancy-fair, for 
on that occasion they received an amount 
of patronage which settled, beyond the 
possibility of doubt, the question how 
thoroughly the sympathy of the public is 
on the side of the poor player. Last year 
the promoters of the féte were attacked in 
the most sinister manner by a journal 
professing to guard the interests of the 
theatrical world. They were accused of 
boldness, and a variety of other faults 
which we need not recapitulate. Tho 
ladies of the profession were scolded—wa 
may say blackguarded—and we believe 
the result of the féte was to be the down- 
fall of the college, the disgrace of its 
master, wardens, and friends, and the 
complete triumph of cant. Sir Oracle put 
forth his prophecy, and, sad to relate, it 
had the effect of making the public ten 
times more enthusiastic in the cause of 
the players, and brought a greater crowd 
than on any former occasion, to the 
dramatic féte of this year. Everything 
smiled on the undertaking; the day, after 
a futile attempt to get up a storm in tho 
morning, turned out gloriously, and was, 
in itself, a treat of no ordinary character; 
but to spend such a day at the palace, 
under such auspices as the dramatic féto 
presented, was to be on the summit of

The next instalment of £15 a side is due 
on Wednesday next, at Mr. William ‘Richardson’s, the Blue Anchor, Church- 
strect, Shoreditch. 

The New York Clipper of the 12th of the current month has the following :— 

Heenan and Mace.—Although Mace seems desirous of meeting Heenan, yet 
when he had a certainty of getting on a match with him he flew the course. 
We allude to Heenan’s invitation to Mace to meet hit in Canada. Jack 
MeDonald repeatedly offered to match Heenan with Mace, provided the latter 
would fight in Canada. This point was named so that Mace wonld not have 
to face strangers, for then he would be surrounded by his own countrymen. A 
large sum ‘was offered him to fight in Canada, but all inducements failed to 
draw the lion from his lair. Heenan had crossed the Atlantic to meet the 
Champion of England, and it was expected that Mace would put on as bold a 
front, and cross to Canada to mect the American Champioh; but the courage 
of our trans-Atlantic friend was not up to the mark, and Heenan’s challenge 
to fight in Canada was not accepted. From undoubted’ sourcés we learn 
that it will be very difficult, if at all feasible, to get off another international 
match in England, and this may have something todo with Mace’s apparent 
anxiety to fight the Boy in England. We say it has a suspicious look. Now, 
as it is probable Heenan will give Mace an opening before the former returns 
home, would it not be well—in order to give equal chances to both* men—to 
name freland as the fighting ground for the proposed meéting betwetn Mace 
and Heenan? We know that the champion is not obligéd to leave England, 
but as he no doubt wishes to see his opponent have fair play, hé can have no 
real objections to decide the pugilistic contest in Irclatrd. There neither man 
will be likely to meet with that opposition which is'said to threaten them if the 
fight should be arranged to take place in’ England. There Heenan will pro- 
bably have as many friends as Mace, and thére ‘thé chances will be less for 
breaking up the fight in a grand row when either man shall have the best of 
the battle.

In 
consideration of Mace agrecing to this proposition, Heenan will no doubt 
waive all claims to the belt, and permit the present champion to wear it, 
whether the battle be lost or won. Surely Mace cannot object to this. If he 
should refuse, however, the people will come to the conclusion that Mace fears 
to try conclusions with the boy on neutral ground, and dare not meet him 
where the chances are possible for a fair ficld, and fair play for both, 


THE LATE DISGRACEFUL ASSAULT UEFON 
JEMMY WELSH. 


Charles Rug, the policeman who committed such a dastardly and injurious 
assault upon Jemmy Welsh, of the Griffin, Church-street, Borough, while 
returning from Hampton races, on the 26th ult., was brought up before Mr. 
Selfe for re-examination, on Wednesday last, at the Lambeth police-court, 
We gave the fullest information in our last respecting this disreputable attack; 
and it here needs but little space to advert to the proceedings of Wednesday, 
Mr. Alfred Slicker, a commercial traveller, staying at the Prince of Wales, 
Aldershott, entirely corroborated the previous testimony as to the feul and 
beastly language, and likewise the undue violence of the accused. Mr. 
Wontner then addressed the magistrate on behalf of Ruff, and called Inspec- 
tor Baldry, who gave the policeman a good character, and handed the staff to 
his worship, who examined it and found it to be completely split in two, so that 
some idea may be formed of the violence with which it had been used. 

Mr. Selfe then said that he felt the importance of the case to the defendant, 
and he also felt that there was some truth in what Mr. Wontner had stated as 
to there being discrepancies on some points of the accounts given by the 
various witnesses called; but he could not conceal from himself that these dis- 
crepancies did not affect the main question at issue in this case, for, whatever 
took place in the carriage before Mr. Welsh had been ejected, whéther or not 
the defendant had indulged in the use of language of the atrocious and dis- 
gusting character which had been described, still the main question with which 
he had to deal was the assault which took place on the platform. He could 
not lose sight of the fact that as the defendant was proceeding to the Waterloo 
station it was unnecessary for him to get out at Vauxhall. It was unnecessary. 
for him to follow Mr. Welsh out of the carriage on to the platform, and it was 
equally unnecessary for hin to draw forth and make use of sacha weapon, 
and inflict a blow of such a deadly character, as that which had been proved. 
The only doubt on his mind was as to how the case should be dealt with, and 
pre r he ought not to send it to the sessions. He should doso if either party 

esired it. aS ly mite me 

Both Mr. St. Aubyn and Mr. Wontner intimated that they were coritent to 
leave the case in his worship’s hands. f ; 

Mr. Selfe said that that being so he must not shrink from hig 
was a painful one. If the evidence as to the language used on the journey 
were true, it showed to his mind that the defendant, both as to decency and 
propriety of conduct, was wholly unfit to remain a police-constable. As to the 
assault, should the case be sent to the sessions, and a jury convict upon it, a 
much more severe sentence than any that he could pronounce would follow. 
He felt he would be faiiing in his duty if, after the circumstances that had 
been adduced, which was that of an assault by a policeman, who was bound 
on all occasions to act with temper and discretion, he did not inflict the 
penalty the law allowed, and that was that the defendant be imprisoued for 
two calendar months. ; 

It redounds to the honour of a British pugilist when we mention the fact 
that immediately after the decision, the well-known seconder of ‘om Sayers, 
remarked in our presence, that if the man had but have struck him, even 
repeatedly, with his fists—nature’s proper weapons—he would have forgiven 
him freely. Thése words speak volumes. Exgrisnaen abnon both the knife 
and the cudgel. We shall probably recur to this subject.—[Ep. LS. N.J

GREAT PRIZE FIGHT IN CALIFORNIA, FOR 1,000 DOLLARS, 
BETWEEN DALHY AND DAVIS. 

Tue great prize fight between Tom Daley and Bill Davis, which has been so 
long on the ¢apis, and the subject of considerable interest among the ‘‘ sports” 
of this vicinity, came off at Port Wine, on Saturday, May 31st, according 
to the adjournment. Davis is an Englishman, 6ft in his stockings, and his 
usual weight is about 2001b, reduced by training to about 170lb. Daley is an 
Irishman, about 5ft 10in in height, and his ordinary weight is 1801b, fighting 
weight 150lb. The fight grew out of a violent feud between the parties, 
which culminated in a challenge on the part of Daley, which was promptly 
accepted. The fight was for a stake of 500 dols and the proceeds over and above 
all expenses. A large amphitheatre had been fitted up capable of seating about 
1,200 persons, which was comfortably filled at 2°50 dols per head. The 
men have been about seven weeks in training, and we understand a large 
amount of money has been wagered: on the result. Davis’ ¢olours were six 
alternate stripes of pink, greet; and white; those of Daley were the red, 
white,.and blue. ~The umpires werd Frank Martin and Dennis Doherty, the 
former being time-keeper. MReferec, Bill Curley. At half-past four o'clock, 
Daley shied his hat into» the ring and immediately followed it alone, soon 
after which Davis followed his example. Daley was seconded by John Brice; 
Patsy Mason and George Skimmerhorn, bottle-holders. Davis’ second was 
Jack Richardson: Tom Starr and Hugh Corbett, bottle-holders. Mr. George

developed, and his closed fists resembled sledge hammers. Daley won the 
choice of corners, but as the sun was clouded the advantage was immaterial.

him heavily. He was carried to his corner by his seconds, where hé made 
& motion with his hand and the sponge Wag thrown up. in token of 
defeat, when time was called and he was unable to respond. Davis jumped 
over the ropes apparently as fresh as when he entered them. Ifé was in La 
Porte the same evening. His lett eye was closed, and he was considerably 
scarred about the face. His left hand was also padly cut; but otherwise his 
punishment is very light, being all external, Daley’s right drm and shoulder 
was hurt, but his face was not so badly scarred as Davis's. His right eye- 
brow was badly cut, and partially closed; but neither man was badly. 
punished, nor was likely to experience any serious inconvemiérice, Daley dis- 
played considerable science in the early part of the fight, But did not have 
the endurance which Davis relied on. The fight lasted forty-seven mitiutes, 
the Jongest round not execeding 30 seconds. Both combatants. acted bravely 
and came squarely up to the scratch throughout the ficht. Daley’s second
